Head jokes, page 56 

For those interested in the original Japanese: The memo 
Kyoko writes is kubi ga mawaranai , or literally "can't turn 
your head" - indicating one is so deep into something (usually 
debt) they can't turn their head. The joke at the bottom of 
the page is kubi wo nagakushite matsu - to wait with one's 
neck outstretched, meaning to have great anticipation for 
something. Thankfully, the English language has many head- 
related idioms, so our translations can come pretty close! 



Foot bath, page 57 

A “foot bath” (ashiyu) is a basin 
or fountain full of warm water 
that passers-by can use to rest 
their feet. They are especially 
common in towns with a large 
concentration of public bath 
houses. 



Niigata Prefecture, page 60 

Located roughly in the northwest 
of Honshu, Japan’s main island, 

Niigata gets plenty of snow and 
would be a natural place to find 
stories like this.

Many Japanese middle and high 
schools require students to wear 
uniforms. The details of the uniform 
differ from school to school, 
however, such that it is possible 
to tell who attends which school 
based on their outfit.

The character design of Kurtz is an unmistakable homage to the 
title character of Shigeru Mizuki’s series GeGeGe no Kitaro. This 
series, which began as a manga in 1960 and has been a staple of 
Japanese pop culture ever since, features a young monster boy and 
his adventures with the yokai (traditional monsters) that still inhabit 
Japan. The main difference between Kitaro and Kurtz is that Kitaro’s 
hair parts to reveal his right eye, whereas Kurtz’s reveals his left.

Hikari makes the typical Asian beckoning gesture, with the palm down. To beckon 
with the palm up, or worse, with a single finger, is considered rude—which is why 
in anime and manga, characters often do it as an invitation to fight. 
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That’s right! Authentic manga is read the traditional Japanese 

way-from right to left, exactly the opposite of how American 
books are read. It’s easy to follow: just go to the other end of the 
book, and read each page-and each panel-from the right side to 
the left side, starting at the top right. Now you’re experiencing 
manga as it was meant to be.
